Remarks 

Claims 12-16, 18, 71, and 73-77 are pending. Claim 18 has been amended to depend from 
claim 12, thereby rendering the objection to claim 18 moot. No new matter has been added by 
this amendment. 


Rejection under 35 Tf.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph 

Claim 18 is rejected as being indefinite. As amended, claim 18 is now directed to the CRF2- 
12 polypeptide of claim 12, which the Office has found to be allowable. This rejection may now 
be withdrawn.
